Humphrey Livid Over 
Symington Statement 


WASHINGTON (7PV— Sen. Stuart Symington (D-Mo), 
angrily accused former Secretary of the Treasury George 
M. Humphrey of insulting the Senate today and refused 
to hear further testimony on 
nickel deals 
involving 
Humphrey's mining interests. 


Symington opened the second day of Humphrey's 
testimony bv objecting to comments the former top Eisen­ 
hower administration official had made to the press. 


He said the Humphrey statement Thursday was an 
insult to the Senate in that it charged the stockpile in­ 
vestigation was politically motivated. 


finishing aside demands by Sen. Prescott Bush (R- 
Uonn.J, for a vote, Symington said he planned to adjourn 
the hearings for further investigation. 


“You wouldn't dare,'’ Humphrey said, and Syming­ 
ton's gavel banged down. 


“This hearing is adjourned.'’ snapped Symington. 
“Don’t ever try to tell a United States senator what he 
would dare or wouldn't dare.” 


Symington took one mighty adjournment swing with 
his gavel before Humphrey got in any reply, but other 
members blocked the abrupt ending of the proceedings 
and the chairman finally ironically resognized “Senator 
Humphrey.” 


The witness said he had made the statements at­ 
tributed to him and told Symington: 
“That statement 
you just made is ample proof of the intentions of this 
committee.”
